IN  looking  new  or  old  house  into  a 
cosy  home  more  quickly  than  a plant- 
ing of  shrubs  and  vines.  They  soften 
the  hard  angles  with  a wealth  of  foliage 
and  flowers  and  make  the  house  a part 
of  the  landscape.  A vine  will  transform 
a warm,"  sunny  porch  into  a cool,  shaded 
spot  that  invites  one  to  rest  and  enjoy 
the  fresh  air. 

As  some  varieties,  like  Viburnum 
rhytidophyllum  and  Cotoneaster,  etc., 
are  hard  to  transplant  when  dormant, 
one  can  readily  see  the  advantages  of 
using  pot-grown  plants  which  practi- 
cally eliminate  all  risk,  providing  the 
plants  are  given  plenty  of  water  after 
planting,  and  during  the  first  summer. 
By  adding  a little  fertilizer,  they  will 
soon  respond  in  growth,  as  the  roots 
have  not  been  disturbed.
